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ful when we place these opinions 
up as a standard of fellowship 
and criticise those who do not 
see as we do in these matters and 
use our influence to hinder their 
freedom in proclaiming the same 
gospel we preach. When this hap- 
pens—and it is happening in 
many fundamental circles—we are 
again “teaching for doctrines the 
commandments of men (Matt, 15: 
9). 

Especially is this true of those 
who are criticising God-called, 
Spirit-filled evangelists who do not 
always use the same methods as 
their critics° use. Yet the very 
things that evangelists are criti- 
cised over I find to be the experi- 
ence of those early apostles and 
missionaries and evangelists of the 
New Testament, illustrated es- 
pecially in the early church his- 
tory book, the Book of the Acts. 


I. Should We Seek Crowds 

and Count Converts? 

Evangelists are accused of going 
out after numbers, of glorying in 
the number saved, consecrated, 
restored, baptized, etc. We are 
told that we should not do that, 
that we should just preach and 
leave the results with God, and 
that God is the Bookkeeper. It 
is said that the only worthwhile 
soul-winning work that . stands 
is personal, individual, soul win- 
ning. Now this type of soul win- 
ning is greatly needed and 
tragically neglected, I confess. 
But still, my brethren, this does 
not take the place of, nor do away 
with, mass, evangelism. NUM- 
BERS BEING SAVED and MASS 
EVANGELISM is God-sanctioned 
and exemplified for us in the 
Book of Acts. Of course our 
ultradispensational brethren will 
immediately rule out all evidence, 
, Saying that this book is transi- 
tional and apostolic, but please 
| don’t rule out nor. tranSitionalize 
“the person and the power of the 
“HOLY GHOST. 

“Here are the Scriptiires’ (not 
all of them in the Acts) of num- 
bers “and multitudes being ac- 
counted for and noted, and we 
glory and rejoice in them, as I 
am sure the onlookers and par- 
ticipants did.in those days. Now 
remember; we are going by the 
Book. We are not going by what 
Dr. So and So says, nor by what 
Rev. So and So thinks, nor what 
this fundamental organization 
practices. We are going by the 
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practice of Jesus Christ, and the 
apostles, and missionaries, and 
evangelists in the Word of God. 

When Jesus fed the multitudes 
the number Yas taken down. Five 
thousand were fed on one occasion 
(Matt. 14:15-21), besides worhen 
and children, and four thousand 
another time (Matt. 15:32-38). 

After Christ resurrection 
“above five hundred brethren” are 
mentioned as seeing Him alive 
(1 Cor. 15:6). 

They even had the “number of 
names” before Pentecost - (Acts 
1:15). 

On Pentecost “there were added 
unto them about three thousand 
souls” (Acts 2:41). . 


Later on the number of be- 
lievers became 
sand” (Acts 4:4). 


Talk about glorying in numbers! 
Talk about rejoicing in multi- 
tudes! Listen to these following 
verses from the Book. : 

wi . And believers were the 
more added to the Lord, multi- 
tudes both of men and women” 
‘Acts 5:14). 

“There came also a multitude 
out of the cities round about... .” 
(Acts 5:16). 

... The number of the disciples 
was multiplied ...” (Acts 6:1). 

... The number of the disciples 
multiplied in Jerusalem GREAT- 
iY... (Acts 6:7). 

There must have been some 
numbering. Somebody must have 
been counting. 

The city of Samaria turns to 


Christ (Acts 8). Multitudes 
again! — 
* Alj that dwell in Lydda and 


Saron turn to the Lord (Acts 
9:35). 

At Antioch:—“And the hand 
of the Lord was with them: and 
a great number believed, and 


turned unto the Lord” (Acts 
43:21}. 
Talk about crowds! In read- 


‘ing the Acts it seems like the 


Holy Ghost takes delight in crowds 
hearing the gospel as well-as in 
personal soul-winning. Listen 
again: 

“And the next Sabbath day 
came almost the whole city to- 


(Acts 13:44). 

Paul and Barnabas “so spake, 
that a great multitude .. . be- 
lieved” (Acts 14:1). 

“And so were the churches €s> 
tablished in the faith, and in- 
creased in number daily (Acts. 
16:5). 

At Thessalonica a “great mul- 
41tude” believed (Acts 17:4). 

At Berea “many of them be- 
lieved” (Acts 17:12). 

At Corinth “many of the Cor- 
inthians...believed” (Acts. 18:8). 

Multitudes must have been. sav- 
ed at Ephesus, according to the 


_jeccount of Acts ~19:18-20. 


If'.evangelists rejoice today in 
numbers and multitudes coming to 
Jesus Christ, why should they be 
so severely criticised by some and 
barred from exercising: their God- 
given gifts in many churches? 
Il. Some Converts of Bible 


Revivals Did Not “Hold 
Out” Either! 

It is objected that not all con- 
verts in revival meetings hold out. 
Do they always in any type of 
meeting or program? What about 
the many who are really. saved 
‘and keep living for the Son of God 
after the revival effort? Tell me 
honestly; was not the = revival 
meeting and evangelistic cam- 
paign worth it for THEIR sakes? 

Not all who professeq to be 
saved continued to follow Christ 
in the great revivals of the New 
Testament. - ‘ 

In John 6:66 it is written: 
“From that time many of His 
disciples went back, and walked 
20 more with him.”

Ill. Revivals in the New Tes- 


tament Were Sensational 

It is objected that revival and 
evangelistic services are too sen- 
sational. But it was that way in 
the Book of Acts. -Sensational? 
We are not sensational enough! 
They didn’t have to print cards 
and hand them out in those days. 
They didn’t have to make an- 
nouncements on the radio. They 
didn’t have to paint big signs with 
the word REVIVAL on them (al- 
though i suppose that they would 
Lave used all of these helps). 
EVERYBODY KNEW ABOUT 
IT! It was a sensation. Talk 
bout publicity! Listen to this 
highly descriptive language in the 
Book of Acts in the following 
verses. 


On the day of Pentecost we 
read “....this was noised abroad, 
the multitude came _ together, 
end were confounded” (Acts. 
2:6) . Can you picture the excite- 
ment! 


Acts 2:7—“And they were all 
amazed anc marvelled.” 


Acts 2:12—“Ang they were all 
amazed...” They were shocked. 
They were used to their nice little 
cut-and-dried synagogue services. 
This was something new. 

In Acts 3 a lame man is healed 
and again we read “ang they 
were filled with wonder’ and 
amazement...” (Acts 3:10) and 


that “all the people ran together! 


unto them...greatly wondering” 
(Acts 3:11). People running to a 
gospel service? 

Again the Jewish leaders ex- 
amined the disciples and they 
‘“marvelled” (Acts 4:13), 


They prayed and the ““place 


was shaken where they were as- 


sembleg together” (Acts 4:31). 
If that. were -to happen today I 
think that we would be quick to 
cay that it was trickery or of the 
Devil! In the same prayer meet- 


ing the disciples had “great 
»~ower”’ and “great grace” come 
upon them (v. 33). 

Sensational? Listen to this: 

.-many signs and wonders 
wrought.” (Acts 5:12). 

Acts 5:13-—“ .., Se people 
magnified them.” 

In Acts 6:8 we have goetes. 
Sensation —a fiery, preaching, 
evangelistic deacon. He “did 
great wonders and miracles among 
the people” ang undoubtedly in- 
fluenced Saul to Jesus Christ at 
his martyrdom for Saul was there 
(Acts 7:58, 8:1). 

What s sensation it was when 
the Gentiles had THEIR Pente- 
ccSt in Acts 10! The Christian 
Jews with Peter were ‘astonish- 
ec” as the Holy Ghost, was pour- 
¢d out cn the Gentiles that day; 
as Peter preached (Acts 10:44-46). 


IV. Are Evangelists Too 
Emotional? : 

Evangelists are acclised. of be- 
:ng too emotional and too force- 
ful. They are said to do things 
in their own strength and not to 
give the Holy Spirit a chance. Is 
this true? Do you believe this? 
First of all, how do you, or any- 
kody else, know all that? Have 
you forgotten Romans 14:4—“Who 
art thou that judgest another 
man’s servant? .. .?” 

If Hell is real, if souls are real- 
iy lost and heading there, if some 
of our very dearest loved ones 
may drop into Hell at any mo- 
ment, and if we\have the divine 
remedy in the gospel of the grace 
of God—HOW CAN WE HELP 
BEING EMOTIONAL? 

When Jesus beheld the doomed 
city of Jerusalem ang “wept over 
it,” when tears ran down His face 
and He sobbed aloud as if His 
heart would break and His frame 
shook with compassion, was He 
not emotional? (Lk. 19:41). 

When Jesus went to Lazarus’ 
tomb to raise Lazarus from among 
the dead, does not the record 
state that “Jesus wept”? (John 
11:35) and that He turned the 
funeral . reception into an evan- 


gelistic service, for it says ‘‘that | 


many of the Jews which came to 
Mary, and had seen the things 
which Jesus did, BELIEVED on 
Him” (v. 45). Notice, they saw 
the things which Jesus did—not 
jest the raising of Lazarus, but 
every action. They saw His tears 
and it certainly mellowed them 
for the reception of the gospel. 


Stephen must have preached 3 
with great force and emotion, for] 


it is plainly written in Acts 6:9)

Barnabas must. have preached | 


with great feeling anq force for 
we are told that he “persuaded” 
new converts to “continue in the 
grace of God” (Acts 13:43). He 
cidn’t try to persuade them to do 
it; he persuaded them. That is 
what it says in the Bible. Why 
criticize evangelists who are per- 
suasive in their preaching today? 

Paul and Barnabas both went 
to Iconium anqg “into the. syna- 
yogue of the Jews, and SO spake, 
that a great -multitude both of 
the Jews and also of the Greeks 
How. they 
must have poured their souls out 
in their preaching! 

Paul certainly must have stir- 
red peovle with his preaching. 
E.very Sabbath he went into the 
synagogtie at Corinth and “per- 
suaded ihe Jews and the Greeks” 
(Acts 18:4) so that the unbeliev- 
‘ng Jews hailed Paul before Gal- 
lio, the deputy “Saying, This fel- 
‘ow persuadeth men to worship 
God contrary to the law” (v. 13). 


How could he do otherwise when’ 


we read that this dear saint of 
God was-“‘pressed in the spirit” 


(v. 5)? Oh, how he was bur- 
dened! 

Apollos must have _ preached 
with force Not only was he 


“mighty in the scriptures” (Acts 
Pas: 24) but was “fervent in the 
spirit .. . and taught diligently 
the things of the Lord ,. ,. .” 
(v.25). 

Hear Paul as he says to the 
E;phesian elders, “Therefore watch, 
and remember that by the space 
of three years I ceased not to 
warn every one night and day 
with tears” (Acts 20:31). Does 
not the Scripture teach that “he

the Social Creed of the Federal 


‘Council of Churches, which calls 


for a 


planned and _ controlled 


economy, the control of all the eco- 


nomic processes for the so-called 
common good. I read you, too, 
from the Soviet constitution where 
the same idea is presented as the 
economic life of the Soviet Union. 
Now I have not called the Federal 
Council and its leaders com- 
munistic. They would deny it, 
and in recent weeks they have 
been denying it, becausé the pres- 
sure against them is very great. 
We do not accuse them of being 
atheistic. which is a part of the 
communistic order, but we do 
accuse them of advocating the 
communist ideas as they relate to 
the basic economic life of a na- 
tion. Now I am going to call 
some names, and read some facts, 

The Federal Council’s most 
popular evangelist, and a man be- 
loved by many, is Dr. E. Stanley 
Jones. Dr. Jones refused to be a 
Methodist bishop-in order that he 
might continue to be a missionary. 
The tragedy is—and I say it with 
a heart full of real sorrow—-that 
Dr. Jones in his writings is ad- 
vocatinge “the kingdom of God” 
as a social order and the com- 
munist idea for the -economic 
ordering of that society. In his 
recent book, “The Christ of the 
American Road,” page 129, he 
says: “The Kingdom of God is a 
divine society. It is. a social 
order.” Here is where the twist 
and mistake are made. The king- 
dom of God is not a social order! 
What did Jesus Christ say about 
the kingdom of God and how a 
man got into it? Christ said, 
“Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God.’ 
On another occasion He said, “My 
kingdom is not of this world: if 
my kingdom were of this world, 
then would my servants fight.” 
The kingdom of God is a spiritual 
order, made up of the redeemed of 


God of ‘every age and of every 


A AS Christians we are the 


salt of the earth, and it is because | 


of the Christian salt that this 
world is as free as it is tonight! 

' Let me read Dr. Jones’ esti- 
mate of communism in his book, 
and then 
read his description of the king- 
dom of God on page 14: “Com- 


munism, on the other hand, is an 


attempt at unity on a larger scale 
—universal, in fact. It is at- 
tempting to bring unity into life 
by the recognition of what is to 
it a universal principle—the eco- 
namic interpretation of history, 
basing life upon the economic, 
with a more just and equitable 
distribution of goods through the 
putting of the means of produc- 
tion into the hands of society for 
the benefit of all who labor. This 
is to be done through a class war 
which will in the end bring all 
classes to one class, namely, the 
class of the workers, and hence a 
brotherhood of all who contribute 
through labor. This brotherhood 


’ runs across all national boundaries 


and unifies all life on this basis. 
It has one enemy, namely, the non- 
contributor.” He is talking about 
meé there. Then he adds, “The 
exploiter; and when he is elimi- 
‘nated, then the whole system is 
essentially pacifist. War is no 
more, and men are comrades and 
In this same book on 
page 30 he describes the~king- 
dom of God: “The fruits of the 
Kingdom in a material life would 
be a fundamental justice to every 
man apart from class and race 
and birth; a holding of the -means 
of production by all in behalf of 
all; a - brotherhood that would 
make life a family instead of a 
feud.” Dr. Jones actually uses 
almost. the same words to describe 
his economic philosophy as those 
used in describing communism. 
Listen now to Article 4, Chapter 
I, of the Russian constitution: 
“The socialist system of economy 
and the socialist ownership of 
the means and instruments of pro- 
duction firmly established as a 
result of the abolition of the capi- 
télist system of economy, the 
‘abrogation of private ownership 
of the means and instrumerfts of 
production and the abolition of the 
‘eapiottation of man by man, con-

stitute the economic foundation of 
the U.S.S.R.” Dr. Jones advocates 
for the economic foundation for 
his kingdom of God almost word 
for word what Russia has in her 
constitution. The subtlety of all 
this is, of course, that it is pre- 
sented in the name of a Christian 
leader, and that with it, -sur- 
rounding it, are some beautiful 
and- accept@ble ideas. It is 
chocolate-coated. 


Read again from this samé book, 
page 203: “In this new Society 
of the Kingdom we shall exclude} 
none, but when some_ exclude 
themselves in. spirit, then they 
thereby excludé themselves in 
sharing. If they refuse to co- 
operate, then they are refused the 
What does 
this mean? It simply means that 
if you do not cooperate in the’-na- 
tional economic plan, the kingdom 
of God, they will not give you’a 
ration card, and you cannot have 
food. It is the same'principle as 
the concentration camp. There it 
is in black and white. What 
distresses me is that so many 
Christian people who love this 
country and who love the Bible 
hear this kind of talk and think 
it is heautjful. Some even call it 
heavenly. 

The largest denomination in the 
Federal Council is The , Methodist 
Church---some eight million mem- 
bers. The Federal Council of 
Churches is what it is in its pro- 
nouncements and policy because 
of the nature of the twenty-five 
denominations which make it up. 
It is a representative body and 
therefore expresses the position 
and viewpoint of the bodies in it. 
When we see the Federal Council 
taking a position, we can look 
back into the denominations which 
are in the Federal Council and 
find the same position expressed 
there. It is only natural that, if 
these churches really believe 
what they are advocating to be 
a part of the kingdom of God, they |] 
would teach it to the children and 
utilize the Sunday school literature. 
as an instrument to accomplish 
their purpose. 

‘I have here a number of Sunday 
school quarterlies. Here is the 
Adult Student, for March, 1946, 
edited by the Editorial Division 
of the Board of Education of The 
Methodist Church. I want to 
read now from page 36, the les- 
son for March 3ist, entitled, “My 
Task Now.” Here the student_is |

told what his task ought to bef 


at the present time. In the sec- 
tion in which “Government Owner- 
ship and Control” is discussed, we 
read: “In confronting all such 
problems the man of faith will 
not be concerned about labels of 
‘capitalists’ or ‘communist,’ ‘re- 
actionary,’ or ‘liberal.’’’ The man 
of faith, of. course, is the Chris- 
tian man, the church member. 
I continue: “He will be concerned 
with creating an economic order 
in which all may share in, the 
goods which all work to produce.” 

We do not have this order; it must 


munist idea, the Marxian princi- 
ple. 

I was in Los Angeles a month 
ago on a speaking tour, and I 
showed this to a reporter of the 
Los Angeles Times who was inter- 
viewing me. When he read it, he 
laid down the quarterly and said, 
“That’s the Party line.” Listen 
to it again, “He will be concerned 
with creating an economic order 
in which all may share in the 


goods which all work to _pro- 
duce.” Do you think that the 
etudents in the Sunday school 


should be taught that we must 
change our present free economic 
order to one patterned after the 
Marxian principle? 

Now let me continue:. “With 
this principle in mind he _ will 
study through each problem as 
it arises and take his stand ac- 
cordingly.” I have not left out 
a word or a sentence. The Sun- 
day school pupils are told to em- 
brace this -principle. It is a 
principle. It is entirely different 
from “the principle of our free 
society which made America what 
it is. It is the principle upon 
which the Russian society is 
built. When the student grasps 
this principle, “he will study 


through each proviem.’ No mat- 
ter what the sociai question or 
social problem is, ne will s.udy 
througn it with a aesilre io pring 
co pass or to create tuis new econ- 
houuc order, and then he will take 
Mis svand accordingiy.

Now, let us turn to the preced- 
ing page, page 50: “snis com- 
peucve indiviaualsia has aireaay 
undergone drastic touidication im 
ail lands where it has existed. In- 
deed, an increasing numoer of 
informed observers is convinced 
that it is now impossible to re- 
turn to the old ways or even to 
relain permanently -what is left 
of capitalism.” 

Our free society has its defects 
and weaknesses, but one of them 
is not its freedom. The way to 
correct these defects and weak- 
nesses is not to destroy our free 
system. A _ sustained attack is 
made upon our free society; it 
is caricatured, misrepresented. I 
read again: “It is almost equally 
clear that a system in which the 
main motive of work is competi- 
tion for selfish gain, regardless of 
public service rendered, is like- 
wise less than Christian.” - Do you 
believe that a system which leaves 
men free is less than -Christian ? 
That the question of liberty is 
involved is just as clear as can 
be from the Sunday — school 
quarterly itself. 

Let us turn back to the lesson 
for March 24th. It is entitled, 


“The Road Ahead.” Under the 
subhead, “A More Closely Knit 
Community,” we read (p. 31): 


‘Another irresistible trend of the 
times is the development of a 
more deeply organic social life . . . 
Jefferson held that the least 
governed are best governed ... 
Individual liberty was the great 
good -and was to be- interfered 


with, if at all, only-when it inter- 
fered with the liberty of others.” 

Here the Methodist Sunday 
school quarterly ‘states the Jef- 
fersonian principle of liberty. That 
is right. "That is the foundation 
upon which the Constitution of 
the United States rests, and it is 
grounded in the Bible, God’s Word, 
from whence it came. 

Now, listen, “The kind of indi- 
vidualism which John Locke, 
Adam Smith, Thomas Jefferson, 


and Henry David Thoreay pro-- 


claimed is gone.” No, it has not 
gone yet, but it is going fast, 
and it will be completely gone 
if the coming generation believes 
what is handed to it in the name 
of the church as being the king- 
dom of God. 

Listen. again: “Gradually we 
have been made aware that we 
are of one body. . .. The imper- 
ative need is for a more organic 
notion cf:society.”» No, the im- 
verative need is for. a free soci- 
ety, with free men, not with the 
iron grasp of the State abont 
them, but free to serve God and 
to keep His blesseq command- 
ments. What I have read you 
‘:§ not in the Bible. It is a per- 
version of everything that the 
Bible offers to us concerning sal- 
vation and the freedom of man 
in a free society, 

You say, how could it be pos- 
sible that such a thing as that 
could get into the Sunday school 
literature? The answer 


men have turned dway from a 
belief in and an acceptance of the 
authority and the message of 
the Bible. 

The American Council of Chris- 
tian Churches was .organized in 
1941 to offset this, to expose it, 
and to call people back to the 
Word of Gog and.all that it 
teaches. concerning Jesus Christ 
and salvation. You cannot force 
men by ihe iron vise and police 
puwer of the State to be good 
and to tove one another. 

Tomorrow night I shall go on 
from here and discuss the sub- 
ject, “Substituting Kar] Marx for 
Jesus 'Christ.”

loving grace and mercy of his. 
father. 


And that way sinners 
are going to arrive at this wonder- 
ful banquet. . Heaven is made for 
sinners—saved sinners, redeemed 


sinners, cleansed sinners. But 
Heaven, I say, is made for sinners 


and the only door of entrance is 


the grace of God. 

Sin, sin, sin—how terrible, how 
burning, how blighting, how ac- 
cursed of God is sin! How it 
breaks the body and inflames 
the passions and perverts the mind 
and damns the soul! How sin 


breaks the heart of God and cruéi- 


fies the Saviour afresh and turns 
love into hate, turns light into 
darkness, turns happiness into 
anguish. God has the answer to 
sin. When Jesus died on the 
cross He paid for sin. The vilest 
sinner in the world who will turn 
to Jesus for mercy and forgive- 
ness can have salvation. 


There is an unpardonable sin, 
but if you will _remember § one 
simple thing about it, it will save 
you any misunderstanding and 
heartache on this question: There 
is- no unpardonable sin for one 
who will turn to Jesus and trust 
Him. There is no unpardonable 
sin for one who is willing to ac- 
cept the blessed invitation. The 
only unpardonable sin there is 
can only be committed in re- 
jecting Christ, in turning down 
the gospel] invitation. ‘“Whoso- 
ever will, let him take the water 
of life freely’’! 

4. Just come! 

Throughout the Bible God 
strives to make the plan of salva- 
tion plain. I remember once I 
took Gospels of John to a high 
school, distributed them to every 
pupil; and then I hag them go with 
me through that blessed Gospel 
and mark every verse that told 
how to be saved. We marked John 
1:12; John 3:1-16; John 3:18; 


ie sf John. §:24;. John 6:37, and others. 


I’'wanted them to see the verses 


for themselves and to underline 


these verses. Then I had them 
look at a solemn statement, a 
decision’ form which I had pasted 
in the back of each little one-cent 


Gospel of John. That statement: 
“Realizing that I am a sin-: 


ner and believing that Christ died 
for my.sins, I here and now, accept 
Him as my personal Saviour, de- 
pending on Him to forgive my 
sins and save my soul and give 
me everlasting life as He promised 
to do. SIGNED 


After we had gone through all 
these Scriptures and these young 
people had seen the promises, had 
underlined these verses and they 
had been clearly explained, then 
I asked al] who realized they were 
sinners and wanted to be forgiven, 
wanted everlasting life, to solemn- 
ly sign the decision in the back of 
the Gospel of John. Many did so. 
Then I had them stand to claim 
the Saviour openly and there was 
a deep moving of the Holy Spirit 
and a good many tears fell as 
young people boldly took their 
stand for Chirst. 


Afterward a preacher who was 
along with me said, “Brother John, 
I am’ afraid you made it too easy!” 
But I replied, “I didn’t make it 
easy, God made it easy. Christ 
died on the cross.to make it easy. 
He suffered the torments of the 
damned to make it.easy. He had 
the Bible written to make it 
easy. I do not have to make it 
easy; Jesus has already done that!” 

Dear sinner, I tell you simply 
and honestly on the authority of 
God’s Word that if you will ac- 
cept the blessed invitation in your 
heart, accept the salvation which 
Christ purchased for you on the 
cross, then today you may have 
it absolutely free, and this very 
moment. Remember that the gos- 


pel says, “As many as received 


, to them gave he power to 


become: the sons of God, even to 


them that believe on his name” 
If you are willing 
to receive Jesus by trusting Him, 
by depending upon Him, by turn- 


ing your case over to Him this 


moment, then He will receive you 
and give you everlasting life, 
and you will be a child of God. 

Thank God, the invitation is for 


everybody, 
may come. 


II. The Soul-Winning Servant 
- In our Saviour’s parable of the 
great supper, the man who gave 
the supper, the “certain man” who 
“made a great supper, and bade 
many,’ represents God who wants 
all men to be saved, invites them 
to come and be forgiven and be 
with Him forever. And _this man 
had, in the parable, only one 
servant. This one servant repre- 
sents the soul winner. It is ds if 
God were saying that He has no 
servants except those who are soul 
Winners. In the long run the only 
man who serves God at all is the 
man who gets somebody to sit 
down at the heavenly banquet! 
The one thing that God the Father 
has in mind in His dealing with 
men is to get men saved. . That 
was His plan when He gave the 
tabernacle in the wilderness with 
all of its types about the coming 
Saviour. That was His plan in 
the sacrificial offerings of lambs 
and bullocks and turtle doves and 
pigeons and scapegoats. All, all 
pictureq the death of Christ on 
the cross to save sinners. That 
was what the Father had in mind 
when He gave His Son to die on 
the cross. -Ht was to this end 
that Jesus was born. It was for 
this purpose that He died and 
rose again and ascended to 
Heaven. And even now the Lord 
Jesus looks forward to the time 
when ‘He shall see of the travail 
of his soul, and shall be Satisfied.” 
It was with this heavenly banquet 
in mind that the Saviour ‘en- 
dured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the 
right hand of the throne of God” 
(Heb. 12:2). 

To go to church is not. working 
for God. To give money is not 
working for God. To read the 
Bible is not working for God. To 
work for God ang with God means 
primarily to get people saved. 
| How striking that the one servant 
of God pictured in this parable 
is a soul winner! | 

But does not God call teachers 
as well as preachers? Yes, God 
calls teachers, but those with the 
gift of teaching are to teach the 
Word with the power of the Holy 
Spirit to win souls. The Lord 
Jesus often taught.. Again and 
again we are told that He taught 
the people. But the dear Saviour 
so taught that Zacchaeus the pub- 
lican climbed the tree to see Him, 
and then with only a glance and a 
word, Zacchaeus. was_ brought 
down to fall before Him a penitent, 
forgiven sinner! Jesus so taught 
that at the house of Simon the 
Pharisee a poor woman who was 
¢ publicly known sinner came 
to weep over His feet and get her 
forgiveness. Jesus taught the peo- 
ple,it is true, but at a word from 
Him, Levi the publican left the 
receipt of custom and came to fol- 
low Jesus and become Matthew 
the apostle. Jesus taught in such 
fashion that the blind man said, 
“Who is he, Lorg [the Son of 
God], that I might believe on 
him?’ (John 9:36). 

Paul the apostle was a teacher, 
too. Where in all the history of 
the church was there ever such 
a man for Bible doctrine as Paul 
the apostle! Felix trembled on 
the throne before him, Elymas the 
sorcerer was struck blind and 
Sergius Paulus was converted; the 
devil-possessed. fortuneteller at 
Philippi was converted, and when 
Paul and Silas were put in jail and 
sang and prayed, the earthquake 
‘shook the jail and the jailer’s 
whole household was converted! 
| Paul was a wonderful Bible teach- 
er. It was teaching thet he did 
at Ephesus, for he said, . and 
how I kept back nothing that was 
profitable unto you, but have 
showed you, and have taught you 
publicly, and from house to house”’ 
(Acts 20:20). He also said, ‘“‘There- 
fore watch, and remember, that 
by the space of three years. I 
ceased not to warn every one 
night and day with tears” (Acts 
20:31). Paul taught, but with 
such passion and tears, such night 
and day warnings and pleadings, 
that the wicked city of Ephesus 
bloomed under the gospel and 
thousands were born again. Paul 
| taught, ang wherever he went 


and whosoever § will 


lord these thing's.” 


the gospel spread like prairie fire 
around the rim of the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, throughout the con- 
fines. of the Roman Empire, Oh, 
God give us Bible teachers with 
passion and tears and the power 
of the Holy Ghost to win souls! 
The Bible knows nothing of Bible 
teaching that does not get people 
saved! Why should any pastor, 
any professor, any Sunday School 
teacher, any choir leader ever 
think that he serves God unless 
he wins souls? The servant in 
this parable is the soul winner! 
Those who do not invite sinners 
to the heavenly banquet are not 
serving God and will not be re- 
warded as servants. 


1. Consider that soul winning is 
primarily hard work, not glamour. 

How many people would like to 
fly to Europe or China to “invade” 
some foreign country with the gos- 
pel. with great crowds. gathering 
at the airport to bid you fare- 
well, and to return in a few 
months with great stories of the 
trophies of the gospel! How many 
would like to appear on the public 
platform before great throngs and 
charm them with personality and 
scholarship and logic and talent! 
But, strange as it may seem, those 
are not the usual ways of soul 
winning. Soul winning is pri- 
marily hard, unremitting § toil. 
Soul winning is primarily drudgery 
behing the scenes. 

Did you notice how, in our 
Saviour’s parable of the great sup- 
per, the servant spent nearly all 
of his time going instead of talk- 
ing? Actually, the message he 
gave was very simple. It was, 
“Come; for all things are now 
ready” (Luke 14:17). The mes- 
sage was not his own. It de- 
manded no special scholarship, -no 
special charm of manner. He was 
simply to carry the invitation from 
the master to those invited. 

From one to another he went. 
And nearly everywhere he got 
the same response. There were 
silly excuses. There were alibis 
that an honest heart could not be- 
lieve. There ~was open scorn in 
some places and the smirk of 
pretense in others. But again and 
again he made his calls, from one 
to the other. Then he came back 
discouraged and sad. “So that 
servant came, and shewed his 
Thank God, 
the burden is not the servant’s 
burden! The problems we meet in 
getting out the gospel are not our 
problems. We can take them to 
our Master and’ ask Him to solve 


them! 


“Then the master of the house 
being angry said to his servant, 
Go out quickly into the streets and 
lanes Of the city, and bring in 
hither the poor, and the maimed, 
and the halt, and the blind.” Again 
it was go. go, go! How much easier 
it is to get a Sunday School 
teacher who will teach a class 
than to get a teacher who will 
go out and visit and collect. boys 
and girls and bring them to the 
Sunday School to be taught! How 
much easier it is to get a preacher 
who will preach in the pulpit than 
to. get a man to do house-to-house 
calling, personal soul winning in 
the homes ang streets and- parks 
and hospitals! But that is the 
work of the soul winner. Pri- 
marily he is a go-er instead of a 
talker. We should speak for 
Jesus, yes, but the going is before 
the talking. The going is before 
the preaching. The going is be- 
fore the fishing. 

But after the servant had gone 
to the homes of the poor ang the 
maimed ang the halt and the blind, 
had gone throughout the streets 
and lanes of the city, he was com- 
pelled to report, “Lord, it is done 
as thou hast commanded, and yet 
there is room.” More room at the 
table! There would be tables full 
of steaming and appetizing food 
untouched. There would be chairs 
unoccupied. The banquet hall 


would not be packed with guests’ 


as would properly represent the 
bounty of the. great Lord who 
made the supper! More should 
be done to get people into the 
banquet! | 

“And the lord said unto the 
servant, Go out into the highways 


and hedges, and compel them to 


come in, that my house may be 
filled.” Here was more walking. 
Perhaps it was running instead of 
walking! It is hard work to get 
people saved, but it is worth it. 
Once in Dallas) Texas, when 
from the Galilean Baptist Church 
we sent workers from house to 
bed 


| door 


house and to parks and hospitals 
and jails to win souls in every / 
‘way possible, two fine Christian 
‘women worked on West Tenth. 
Street in Oak Cliff. They spent 
a full half day in the hot summer 
walking from door to door. They 
came back greatly discouraged. 
As they°came to my study to re- 
port, they were almost in tears. 
“Those people do not want to hear 
the gospel!” they said. “In most 
cases we were met by a maid at 
the door. We had to talk to the 
maid through a locked screen 
door, and often she would say, 
‘The Madam is not at home,’ or 
‘The lady of the house cannot see 
company.’ We walked for miles 
and we won only one woman to 
Jesus Christ. It is so discourag- 
ing!” they said. 

But I answered them as fol- 
lows: 


“If only one woman was saved, 
then thank God for that! What 
a wonderful reward for a half 
day’s work by two women! One 
woman kept out of Hell forever! 
One dear soul, precious to Jesus, 
for a million years, yes, a- billion 
times a billion years in Heaven, 
Saved forever because you took 
a half day to walk through the 
heat and push door buttons and 
plead with people to --accept 
Christ.” 


“But if they will not hear you, 
I know somewhere you can go 
where they'will. Mrs. Rice and I 
went last Friday night down to a 
home on Pecan Street. It is such 
a poor district back of the park. 
The little ‘shotgun’ houses, one 
room. back of the other, are built 
on. twenty-five foot lots. If you 
will knock at the door there, there 
will be no maid to’ meet you at 
the door. The whole family will 
come to see who it is. [It was in 
depression times. Most of the 
poor people were unemployed.] 
Their floors were bare, without 
rugs. ‘Their houses were heated 
by small coal stoves. The chil- 
dren go up and down the railroad 
tracks picking up pieces. of coal 
that drop from trains, to be used 
as fuel. They will hear the gospel 
there. Mrs. Rice ang I took a 
pair of shoes to a young woman 


‘So she ‘could come «to: Sunday: 


School. They called in the next 
neighbors’ to meet the 
preacher. We talked to them 
about salvation and preached the 
gospel to them, and they heard. 
We had prayer with them and 
God turned some to Himself and 
saved them. If people on West 
Tenth Street will not hear you, 
then go down to Pecan Street.” 
Oh, if you would be a soul win- 
ner, then when you cannot win 
rich people, win the poor. If you 
cannot win the well, then win the 
sick. Often God has touched the 
heart of the poor sufferer so he 
will hear the gospel. A _ letter 
came this week from ae dear 
colored man who, sick in a hos- 
pital with a broken leg, wrote to 
tell me how he had found Christ. 
If those who are fortunate and 
well and happy will not hear your 
pleading, then go to those _ in 
trouble, those behind jail bars. 
Go to the mother who lost her 
baby, the grief-stricken  hus- 
band who lost his wife and is 
left with little children, mother- 
less and uncared for. The soul 
winner will spend much of. his 
time in going, and in unceasing 
toil will bring in souls. There is 
no way of winning many souls 
without hard work, without toil 


and routine and drudgery. 


2. Consider the urgency of the 
soul-winning message. 

“Go out into the highways and 
hedges, and compel them to come 
in, that my house may: be filled,” 
is what the Lord commanded his 
servant. Every soul winner has 
that command. ‘Go out into the 
highways and hedges, and compel 
them to come in.” That is the 
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reason for preaching on _ the 
ctreet as well_as in ‘the churches. 
| That is the reason for going with 
tears and urgency anq pleading, 
as well as with a sound and ortho- 
|dox message. 

“Compel them to come in. 
How can we do it? We can com- 
pel peopie if the power of the 
Spirit of God is upon us, if we 
are filied with the Spirit. We 
can compel people if our hearts 
are so troken, like the neart of 
God was broken over sinners, 
and if our concern is like tnat of 
Jesus who ‘died for sinners, that 
God’s power is upon us: God 
give us, too, the tears, the con- 
cern, the burden, the urgency 
that ' makes people go out and 
compel sinners to come in. 

How silly it is to talk of just 
siving the message and “leaving 
the results with God.” The man 
who is not concerned about re- 
sults is not true to Christ. Such 
a servant would be no worthy 
servant to send on ‘important 
2usiness. How often, when the 
great crowd is gone from the re- 
vival auditorium, when-the invi- 
tation’s solemn pleading is over, 
when the Jast sinner who would 
hear the message has. turned 
“rom. his sins: to trust in Jesus 
ang has’ gone-to. the inquiry 
room'* ter fufther ‘instruction, 
when the great: hall<is being emp- 
tied by the throngshow often, 
I say, nas my-heart bled over 
those who did not come! How 
often FE have: laid awake in a ho- 
tel room and searched my heart 
to .find why, why,- why? And

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God is my witness that I have 
mever been content -when people 
turned down the message I 
preach. God is my witness that 
a deep-seated continuing pain is 
in my heart for sinners who do 
not accept the gospel invitation. 
No man is a true and faithful 
servant to Christ who can be 
content with small results or no 
results when the harvest is so 
white and the laborers so few. 
*Compel them to come in, that 
my.house may be filled’! is the 
command of the Master to all of 
us, His soul-winning servants. 


3. And consider also that the 
soul winner must take many @ re- 
buff for his Master’s sake. 

It is the way of the world to 
tone down the urgency of the 
gospel imessage. Preaching on 
Hell and sudden death and judg- 
ment, the telling of deathbed 
scenes, thee insistence upon im- 
mediate decision—these do not 
please the ungodly and the world- 
ly. But they are the solemn duty 
of every soul-winning Christian. 
The servant in the Saviour’s par- 
able of the great supper. was 
often insulted. -He brought an 
invitation which they — rejected. 


They rejected. the .invitation -with 


Silly excuses, .sometimes with 
Gpen scorn. Whatever scorn they 
felt for the servant’s master, they 
felt for the*servant himself. Some 


of those invited said, “I pray 
thee have me .excused.” Others 
said simply, “I cannot come.” 


The soul-winning> servant of God 
must expect lost sinners to have 
the same attitude toward him that 


‘they have toward his. Master. The 


servant is no greater than his 
Lord. Those who spurn the bless- 
ed invitation may spurn, also, 
the servant who brings the mes- 
gage. Every ‘Christian should 
expect’ to’ go -outside ‘the gate 
with Jesus, bearing his inten

Evangelists, people say, 
“too emotional.” Goq forgive us, 
we are not emotional enough! 


If evangelists only felt day and 
night the fact’ of an eternal Hell 
of torment, the certainty. of judg- 
men, he: imminency of death and 
the end of opportunity which 
faces the sinners to whom they 
preach, they would be. more. emo- 
tional. Christians: might cry out 
like Jeremiah, “Oh that.my head 
Were waters, and mine eyes a 
fountain of tears, that I might 
weep day and night for the slain 
of the daughter of my people!” 
(Jer. 9:1). Evangelists might 
Well, like Paul, go “night and 
day with tears” in soul winning. 
We have orders from our Master. 
We are to compel sinners to 
come in! May God break us 
down with the holy urgency that 
the servant had who went so 
quickly to bring in the halt and 
the lame and the blind and even 
to compel people to come in to 
the supper. 


Hil; The Silly Excuses for the 
Slighted Invitation 

Hear the surprising answer of 
those who are invited to the great 
supper. ‘The first said unto him, 
1 have bought a piece of ground, 
and I, must needs go and see it: 
I pray thee have me excused.” 
The second.said, “I have bought 
five yoke of oxen, and I go to 
prove them: I pray- thee have 
Another said, “I 
have murried a wife,“ and there- 
fore I cannot come.”. All these 
men had béen invited ahead of 
time. The servant simply came 
“to say to them that were bidden, 
Come; for all’things are now 
ready.” But “they all with one 
consent began to make excuse.” 


1. Consider, then, that those who 
Slight the heavenly invitation have 
excuses, not sound. reasons. 

The reasons given for slighting 
the kind invitation are not geod 
reasons. They are not even hon- 
est reasons. They are not rea- 
sens at all, in the true sense. One 
man did not stay at home because 
in the night he must see a piece 
of greund he had already bought. 
The other did not stay at home 
because he-wanted to try out and

per time. The other man did not 
stay at home because ‘he ‘was 
married. These are excuses, not 
easons. 


How silly a man would be to 
Suy ground that he had never 
seen. Dr. Harlan J. Matthews, to 
whom * was assistant pastor in 
che First Baptist Church of Plain-, 
view, Texas, years ago, told of a 
vroup vf farmers including his 
brother, near Waco, ‘Texas, who 
read glowing advertisements of 
the joys of living im _ Florida. 
These cotton farmers who were 
secustomed to the hard toil, to 
keeping .chfldren out of school, 
tc. the risks and back-breaking 
labor of cotton farming, read how 
oge could buy a small tract of 
land in Florida, have it planted 
to nie ages. “a orange trees and 
then sit in the sunshine and live, 
largely.without labor, on the in- 
come of a ten-acre orchard of 
citrus truits! There would be’ 
no chilly winters, no keeping the 
children out of school to work. 
So these farmers believed the 
glowing advertisements and sev- 
eral of them bought’ ten-acre 
cracts of land from the. company 
in Floriaa. Later they sent a man 
to investigate the land which they 
had already bought. Several far- 
mers gathered at the train ‘to 
meet their representative when he 
returned to Texas to report. 

"Ig the land really rich, black 
soil like the advertisement said?” 
one inqutrred, 

“Is it really within two miles 
of a paved road, within two miles 
of a country school, six miles 
{rom a good town?” asked an- 
other. | 

To these questions the quiet 
anq stricken. messenger nodded 
assent. 

‘Ts the land really well-water- 
ed, as the land company said it 
was?” asked another. 

“I should-say it-is!” said the 
returnin® messenger. ' “The land 
is-from two féét to ten feet deep” 
in -water’in an: everglade swamp 
and is full of bullfrogs and ailli- 
gators!”’ 

They bought the land: without 
ceeing if. They saw it too late! 

But even if the man had 
bought zround and already paid 
for it, why must he see it now at 
supper time? With the great hall 
lighted with gleaming lamps burn- 
ing olive oil and with tallow can- 
dies, with the rustle of beautiful 
gowns upon lovely women, with 
the glad handshake, the friendly 
smile, the warm greeting as 
friend meets friend in the mag- 
nificent mansion of the man who 
gives the banquet—-why ntust a 
man miss that ang the steaming 
food and the lovely fellowship in’ 
order to go out into the darkness 
of the early evening to see land 
he has already bought? Would 
the land not be there tomorrow? 

On the face of it, the excuse 
is unbelievable. If the man 
bought land without seeing it, he 
was a tool. If he had not seen 
it, the land would be there to- 
morrow morning to see. I do not 
kelieve he was sincere. Jesus evi- 
dently picked out such a silly ex- 
cuse as typical of all who turn 
down the Saviour. The man sim- 
ply did not want to come to the 


canquet. — 
Another Said, “I have bought 
five yoke of oxen, and I go to 


Nrove them.” 

I have broken mules ‘and horses 
in West Texas, but I never was 
enough of a fool to hitch five 
‘eams of them at night to try 
them out! And five new yoke of 
oxen tried out at supper time 
would not appear to be a wise 
proceeding. Why mus5&t all five 
yoke of oxen be tried at once? 
Why must they be hitched at 
supper time? Why not wait un- 
til tomorrow?. If they are al- 
ready bought, the man can take 
his own choice of the time to try 
them. Besides that, he has known 
long ahead of time of the kind in- 


vitation of the man who loves him 


and wants his presence. I do not 
believe bis answer is an honest 
answer. He did not want to go 
fo the supper and so he made up 
ui Silly excuse.

And the excuse of the other 


likewise im- 
probable. He said, “IT have mar- 
ried a wife, and therefore I cannot 
come.” He did not even say, “i 
pray thee have me excused,’ to 
maintain oriental. politeness as 
tne other men had done. 


It is traditional for young mar- 


tied couples to enjoy running 
@bout a bit. It is customary to 
take a noneymoon trip, to visit 


kinspeople, to enjoy the company 
of other young couples, and to 
ettend public occasions, par.ucu- 
‘arly beture God sends little chil- 
cren to bless the home but to 
limit their public appearances. 
™he man has taken a wife; why 
not then take her to the banquet? 
Every young bridegroom is proud 
wf his beautiful brides Ang they 
have fine new clothes. They have 
no encumberances of little chil- 
dren. Why should he not go to 
the banquet ? 

But in truth there 
httle hint of arrogance. 
did not even say, 
have me excused.” Perhaps he 
remembers the Mosiac Law in 
Deuteronomy 24:5 which says, 
‘When a man ‘hath taken a new 
wife, he shall not go out to war, 
neither shall he be charged with 
any business: but he shall be free 
at home one year, and shall cheer 
up his wife which he hath taken.” 
By the Jaw of Israel nobody can 
make this man who has taken a 
new wife go to war or to be 
carged with other business. He 
‘S allowcd to be free at home for 
a year to cheer his wife and to 
enjoy her. And so a man invited 
to a ‘banquet who does not wish 
to go, simply says, “I have mar- 
ried a wife.” ‘I don’t want to go 
ro the banquet and I-have a good 
legal reason for getting out of 
eoing, and you cannot make me. 
1 do not even need to be polite 
about it I stand on my rights. 
Tam not coming!’ How like peo- 
ple who reject Jesus Christ! They 
believe in the freedom of the 
will. Nobody cam make them do 
what they do not want to do! It 


is here a 
The man 
“I pray thee 


is nobody else’s business if they | 
go to Hell. 


So they turn down 
Jesus Christ! They turn down 
the gospel ‘invitation, 

‘I think that every honest reader 
must agree that these were silly 
excuses, the excuses of insincere 
men who did not want to attend 
the banquet, 


2. And every reason given for 
rejecting Jesus Christ is not a rea- 
son, but an insincere excuse. 

The meaning of the Saviour in 
this parable of the great supper 
is quite clear. He is saying to 
us so that intelligent people can 
it that those who 
reject His invitation do so with- 
out good reasons. Their so-called 
reasons are really excuses. In 
fact, there are no geod reasons 
for turning down Jesus Christ. 
There are no good reasons for go- 
ing on in sin. There are no good 
reasons for resisting thegospel 
and remaining a poor lost sinner. 
Those who turn down the gospel 
do it because of their sins. 


That is the reason Jesus said in 
John 3:19-21: 

“And this is the amnecninet ties. 
that light is come into the world, 
and men loved darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds 
were evil. For every one that 
doeth evil hateth the light, neither 
cometh to the light, lest his deeds 
should be reproved. But he that 
doeth truth cometh to the light, 
that his deeds may be made mani- 


‘| fest, that any areywrought in 


God.” 

You see, those who do not come 
to the Lord “Jesus have an evil 
motive. They love their sins. 
They are not willing for Christ 
to face them on the sin~ question 
and reprove their sins. So, loving 
darkness rather than light, be- 
cause their deeds are evil, they 
reject Jesus Christ. And that, 
He said, is the reason they are 
condemned, the reason they are 
damned, the reason they are lost. 
Knowing that they are. sinners, 
they love their sins and hold on 
to their sins and turn away from 
the light of Christ! 

If any man who feads this to- 
day, unsaved, had ever really 
wanted to-do right, really wanted 
to follow the light, wanted to live 
up to his own highest and best, 
had ever really wanted to please 
God, he would have run. to Jesus 
Christ the first moment he knew 
that Christ died for sinners! For 
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“he that doeth truth cometh to 
the light, that his deeds may be 
made manifest, that they are 
wrought in God.” 


Let every personal worker, every 
preacher of the gospel remember 
this: ‘the excuses that lost sin- 
ners give for not. being Christians 


are not valid. They are not quite 
honest. They are excuses, not 
reasons. They hide a _ deceitful 


heart. They are the alibis of one 
who does not want to do right on 
this matter. Never depend upon 
the sincereity of any man who 
gives an excuse for not being a 
Christian. 


In Texas I one time said to a 
young man, “Don't you want to 
be a Christian ?” 

“I. could ‘be a Christian if”lI 
wanted to, couldn’t I?” he asked. 

“Why, of course you could,” I 
said. 


“Then it seems obvious that I do 
not want to be a Christian,” he 
said, and turned away. 


He was right! One who wants 
to be a Christian can be. One who 
wants to have everlasting life can 
have it. The only ones who do not 
turn to Jesus Christ and find peace 
and forgiveness; the only ones 
who do not accept the gospel in- 
vitation and plan to attend the 
heavenly banquet in the kingdom 
of God are those who love their 
sins and are not willing to face 
Jesus.,Christ honestly on that 
matter. 


Oh, simner, why will you die with 
excuses upon your lips and lies 
in your heart!" You turn down 
Jesus Christ and pretend to. be for 
morality. You rejeet..the, Saviour 
who died for you and ‘pretend to 
have a tender heart. , You ‘pick 
flaws in others and‘ point out 
hypocrites and argue about doc- 
trine when in your poor,- wicked 
‘heart you are not willing to come 
to Christ and do not want Him 
to change your heart and *make 
you a Christian. 
—lying, insulting, silly excuses! 
That is: what men offer instead 
of accepting Christ as Saviour! 

3. Consider the excuses which 
evil men and women give for re- 
jecting Christ. 

- How familiar I am with the ex- 
cuses people give when they torn 
down Jesus Christ! 

“There are so many ey piertiea 
in the church,’ someone says. In- 
deed there are! Judas Iscariot, one 
of the twelve -disciples, was a 
hypocrite who never did trust_in 
Jesus Christ as Saviour, never was 
converted. and who betrayed Him. 
If one out of the twelve then was 
a deceiver and hypocrite, there 
may be one of twelve in the church 
today who is a hypocrite. I do 
not know. Hypocrites? They are 
all around us, There are hypocrites 
in the lodge, but you do not leave 
the lodge. There are hypocrites 
in the grocery business, but you 
do not leave the grocery business. 
t{ypocrites work on railroads, and 
vet some of you hold your railroad 
jobs. The Bible makes it clear 
that there will always be uncon- 
verted people in the churches and 
that Jesus Himself Will have to 
show who is saved and who is not: 
He alone knows the heart “and 


knows who has honestly repented 


and trusted Him for salvation. 
But what has that to do with you, 
poor sinner rejecting Christ? The 
question is not the church but 
Jesus. The question is not the 
hypocrites but Jesus Christ. Do 
you have any fault to find with 
Him? Was He ever insincere? 
Did He ever fail to keep His 
promise? Was there any lack in 
His holiness and purity? How 
have you a right to reject the 
Son of God, to crucify Him afresh, 
to harden your heart against His | 
entreaty, to stubbornly go on in 
your sins against Jesus on the 
foolish alibi that there are hypo- 
crites in the church? It is silly, 
it is senseless, it is wicked! 
is.an insolent excuse for 
who do not love Jesus Qhrist @ 
do not want toserve Him.  _. 
“I am as good as most chur¢h 
members,” someone tells me. Pé! 
haps you are. In that case yi 
will go to Hell like every church 
member who is depending on his 
Ukrainian Missionary and 
Bible Society, Inc.

morality. You will go to ‘Hell 
like every church member who 
depends on his confirmation or his 
baptism. You will go to Hell like 
every church member who depends 
on living according to the square 
and compass of his lodge, or keep- 
ing the golden rule- or the Ten 
Commandments. I tell you frankly 
that every person who depends on 
his own works, every person who 
depends on his character and his 
morality will land in Hell, in the 
fire that never goes out and 
among worms that never die, ac- 
cording to the clear teaching of 
the Word of God. “There is no 
difference: for all have sinned, 
and. come short of the glory of 
God” (Rom. 3:22, 23). As good 
as church members? Poor lost 
sinner, that is not good: enough! 
Jesus said, “For I say unto you, 
That except your righteousness 
shall exceed the righteousness of 
the scribes and Pharisees, ye. shall 
in no case enter into the kingdom 
of Heaven.” Not by righteousness 
of men, not by good works, not 
by human morality can a _ poor 
sinner with a black heart get into 
Heaven. It is onlv by the cleansing 
blood of Jesus Christ and by the 
righteousness of Jesus. Christ 
which is accounted to the’ mérit of 
a poor, undone sinner, that one 
can enter Heaven! As good as a 
church member is not enough! 
You must have 4 new heart, 
washed in the blood. You must 


have the righteousness of Christ - 


counted to vour credit. 
be born anew! | 

But then, on the other hand. T 
doubt whether you are as good 
You critics, 
you Christ-rejecter, you who stand 
outside and point the finger. of 
scorn at church people, let me 
tell you of a difference between 
you and them. 
least are for Christ, or claim to 
be, and you are against Him. Most 
of. these in the church want Christ, 
and vou do not want Him. They 


You must 


‘love Him and v6u despise Him. 
Thev accepted Him while you re-. 


jected Him” They have confessed 
Him openly while you have denied 
Him. And every church member 
who is honest and has really come 
to Jesus Christ and trusted Him 
is a thousand times better off than 
the man on the outside who points 
the finger of scorn and either de- 
rides or iimitates the church mem- 
ber. Excuses! Excuses! Lying, 
insolent,.deceiving excuses! That 


is all that men offer when they 


will not have Jesus as Saviour and 
pretend that it is for some good 
reason. 

“T have doubts about the Bible,” 
or, “How do I know that Jesus 
Christ is the Son of God?” -That 
is the kind of excuse that others
